Courthous Full of People Tuesday
Night Was an Enthusiastic Gath-

Monroe reveried to the o°° form of
democratic government Tu. ¥ eve-
ning, when the citizens of the town
assembled at the court house and dis-
cussed =tréel improvement, It was
like the old time mectings that were
held just prior and a few years after
the Revolutionary War, when all of
the eitizens had a voice In the pro-
veedings. The Tuesday evening gath-
ering was typical of that day, ns many
short talks were made by local clti-
zens, which will go far towards shap-
ing the course af the eity alidlermen
in regurid to gtreet mprovement.

Mayer James W, Fowler presided.
Dr.H.E.Gurney offered prayer, and the
leemorlee band rendered musie. Mr,
Fowler then arose and said

“Mark Twain onee said that when a
minister pregehed five ninutes on for-
elgn wissions, one would shed tears
and donnte £20, When he preached
ten minates, his eyes would grow wa-
tery amid he wounld give $10, When
he preached 15 minntes. he would

give 5, hut when he preached 20
mingtes, one would feel like steal-
ing £#2 from the collection plate,

“That's the way we feel about it to-
night, g0 we are only going to allow
each speaker five minutes, Mr. J. C.
M. Vann will now explain the attitude
of the city towards street improve-
ment,"

Mr. Vann said: "When a man de-
sires to be ‘cussed’ let him elther get
elected or appointed an aldernman in
Monroe. This condition existz, 1 be-
lieve, not from the actions of the al-
dermen, but from lack of Information
by the tax-payers. They realize some-
thing is wrong; they know taxes are
high, and they readily jump at con-
clusions  without first making a
thorough investigation. The present
board of aldermen have not raised
the tax rute one cont gince they have
been In office. but they are handi-
capped by the huek of chty funds',

The Banks and street Improvemoent,
Mr. W. 2 Bluketey followed Mr.
Love, His subject was: "The Banks
of Monroe and Steeel Inprovement.”
He said: “Banks are primarily or-
ganlzed  to earn dividends for the
stocklholders, but the tendency of the
time Is to regard bunks as  publie
Bervante, The recent  establish-
ment ol the Federal Reserve bank-
ing system has done more 1o accentu-
ate this fuet more than anything else
ever before done in the past years of
the banking history, Banks set the
wheels of commerce in motion; banks
are in favor of progress that looks
to vivie righteousness and communi-
ty betterment. The bankers of Mon-
roe are not an exception to the above
enumerated standards, If there is n
bank In Monroe that does not live
up to these standards, it should he
repudinted.  The bunks of Monroe in
the past have helped, and in this
erisis 1 belleve they will face it with
a united front. The guestion is not
so much how much we need, but how
much we can get.  Anybody can tell
you what we need, but it takes a
genius to get it The abatement of
the dust nuisance is the whole ques-
tion of street improvement. The in-
jurious effects of the dust upon our
clothes, our goods, our furniture and
our health is to well-known here for
me to dwell upon it. When Dr.
Abernethy first came to Monroe, he
remarked: ‘This dust is rather dls-
agreeable.”” A little later on he re-
marked; ‘This dust is a nuisance.’
And not long ago in one of his ser-
mons, he stated: “This dust js an
abominable nuisance,! Now, my good

Street,” was the subject of the next
speaker, Dr. J. M. Belk. He said:
“1 don't know why they asked me to
discuss the  Improvement of  Main
street, | am & Monroe booster, and
I am not concerned so much with the
mrogress o ane =treet as I am of the
town at large.  Monroe is a good
town., 1 for one do noi approve of
the many things =aid about Monroc.
We are making progress,  Just look
biek about eight yvears ago, and com-
pare the conditlons of our streets and
sidewalks of then with the improve-
ments made today,  We are entering
upon an era of construction. We have
organized a Charmber of Commerce.
But g dozen ehumbers of Commeree
could do nothing without the ald and
cooperation of the citizens of Monroe
Good streets will not make n town
What we tneed more than anyihing
else just at present is a more diversi-
ty of industries. Dut getting back
to the original =ubject, 1 thing Muin
street should be paved fiest, hecause

it is the most important  business
street of the town. The  paving
should begin gt the depot, as that

would give the town a good appear-
ance from the frains  that  pass
through. What 1 have said wonight
is not in the way of a set speech, but
wias made on the spur of the moment,
and it = therefore o disconnected dis-
course. But you may put it down
that I'll endorse the action of the
citizens in this respect,"
